the country as no event since the assassina- 
tion of President Lincoln has done, and has 
excited in this community almost as much 
sympathy and sorrow. For the death of 
this excellent citizen and soldier, the Lest 
dent and his political parsons sre directly re- 


sponsible, 

The atrocious murders by Captain Jack 
and his associates are fiiting commentaries 
on the peace policy which has served to put 
money in the pockets of a few so-called, or 
self styled philanthropists, whose hearts were 
full ot sympathy for the murderous and 
thieving red man, but who paid no heed to 
the appeals of the distant white settlers—the 
pioners of civilization in the west—who 
needed protection for life and property. 

General Canby went to his death, not asa 
soldier, but as a mere hanger-on to a peace 
commission, This was through no fault of 
his, however. He went in obedience to or- 
ders which must have sorely chafed his sol- 
dierly spirit. He was to witness the triumph 
of the peace policy, to look on and see how 
political parsons can control the war-like 
savages; and in this harmiliating position he 
was stricken down. These Modocs had but 
recently slain, without the slightest provoca. 
tion, eighteen citizensof Oregon. The peace 
commirrioners proposed to condone these 
wanton murder. 

Had General Canby bad his way, who can 
doubt that he would first have captured, or 
Killed, the murderers, and then treated with 
the remainder of the band. That was th 
only course to pursue. The authorities of 
Oregon wanted to deal with this matter them 
selves, but were not permitted. The peace 
policy must be tested. It has been tested 
With what result the death of General Can- 
by and one of the peace commissioners, and 
the fact that an Indian war has been precip- 
itated that is likely to cost the government 
millions of dolgre, will show The 
sooner the Indian office is turned over to 
the War Department the better. The Red 
Men can only be controlled by fear. General 
Harney's compuaign on the Plalns was long 
remembered by the Indians of that section, 
and the name of the“ White Chief,” as they 
learned to call him, never failed to strike 
terror among them.
